FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  APPLES 


December  11,  1931 


TEE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


Both  "barreled,  .and  ."boxed  apples  sold  ,a.t  somewhat  'lower  prices  on  the 
Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  December  9,  than  last  week,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Pred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service-  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.     The  recession  in  prices  was.  partly  accounted  for 
by  the  lower  exchange  rate;     Supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  moderate  and 
boxed  light.    A  large,  percentage  of  the  barreled  stock  was  withheld  for  next 
week's  auction.     The  condition  of  the  fruit-,  was  good  although  showing  a  large 
number  of  slacks.    Virginia  Yorks  and  Hudson  Valley  Bens,  however,  were  only 
in  fair  condition.     Top. much. low  grade • fruit  is-  still  on  the -market.  Dealers 
are  mainly  interested  in  high, quality  stock.     Inquiry  for  both  barreled  and 
boxed  apples  was  moderate.  ": 

Supplies  of  pears  . on',  the  .Liverpool  auction  were  light 'but  prices  were  , 
slightly  lower .than .last  week.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    The  de- 
mand for  pears  at  the  sale  was  moderate.     Stocks  consisted  mainly  of  New  York 
Kieffers  in  barrels  and  baskets  and  California  and  Washington  boxed  Winter 
Nelis.  "  .  .  .  ... 


Barreled  apple  prices  at  London  were  lower  than  last  week.  Supplies 
were  moderate.    There  is.  still  too-  much  low  grade  fruit  on  the  London  market. 
The  light  supplies  of  boxed  apples  met  with  a  moderate  demand.    Prices  were 
slightly  higher  than  last  week.  .  London  prices  for  both  barreled  and:  boxed 
stock  were  higher,  than.  Liverpool..    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good. 

Demand  was  moderate . for  the  light  offerings  of  Hudson  River  Kieffers; 
Washington  An.jous  and  Oregon  Winter  Nelis.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was 
good.    London  pear  prices  were -higher  thnh  those  ruling  at  Liverpool, 

Stocks  of  apples  on  the  British  markets  are  not  as -heavy  as  they  were  a 
few  weeks  ago  but  they  .are  still  in  excess  of  what  the  market  can  absorb  at 
anything  like  satisfactory  prices.     It  should  be  noted  that  the  Christmas  ■ 
holiday  season  with  its  usual  period  of  market  inactivity,  is  .just  around  the 
corner.    Usually  there  is  very  little  demand  for  fruit  in  the  wholesale  market 
from  about  December  20  or  a  little  later  until  after  the"  first  of  -January. 

Fruit  arrivals  in  the  United  Kingdom  this  week  ended  Tuesday,  December  8, 
were:    Apples,  132,700.  barrels,  243,600  boxes  and  1,100  baskets  from  the  United 
states  and  Canada;  pears,  75,000  boxes  from  the  United  States  and  Canada; 
grapes,  18,000  barrels  from  Spain  and  2,000  packages  from .Calif ornia; . grape- 
fruit, 7,600  boxes  from  the  United  States,  2,000  from  Palestine  and  3,000  from 
Jamaica;  oranges,  74,000  boxes  from  Palestine ,  43,000  from  Brazil,  1,000  from 
South  Africa  and  381,000  half  cases  of  110  pounds  from  Spain.    During  the  next 
seven  days  arrivals  expected  are:    Apples,  68,300  barrels,  127,600  boxes  from 
the ^ United  States  and  Canada;  grapes,  1,000  packages  from  California;  grape-
